Moſt Princes deſire walimited power which 
is 4 ſaile tos great for any Veſſe# of mortality to bear , though 
it be never ſo well Ballaſted with Fuſtice, Wiſedome, Mode- 
ration and Pity, ls one flarbe or other wifl indauger the 
overſetting it. Thoſe Common-wealths are maſt table and 
pleaſing where the State is {0 mixed, that every man ( 4c- 
cording 10 his degree and capacity ) hath ſome intercft there- 
in tocontent him, The King,Soveraigne Command and 
Power: The Nobility and Gentry,aderivative Aurho- 
rity and Magiſtracy, aud all enjoy their Lawes, Liber- 
tics and Properties. G84 hath curſed him that removeth the 
Boundmarks of his neighbour : this is a comprehenſive Curſe, 
Kings inlargin g their Prerogatives beyond their limits, are 
not excepted from it. Tow may bt pleaſed to take heed there- 
fore of two ſorts of men, maſt likely to miſ leadyou in this 
- point. Ambitions Lawyers, who teach the Law to (peak, 
net what the Legiſlators meant, but what you ſhall ſeem to 
defire: To avoyd this ſnare, ſuffer your Parl. to: nominate 
3. men for every Iudges place, out of which you ma pleaſe 
10 chooſe one, as in pricking of Sheriffs. For it is the people 
that are obnoxious to their wickedneſſe : you are above the 
reach of their malice. The 2. ſort &s Paraſiticaf Divines : 
Theſe e4r-wigs are alwayes hevering in Princes Courts

banging in their eres. They take upon them to make Prig. 
ces behalding to their violent wreſting of the text , to be. 
ow wpou them whatever Prerogative the Kings of 
ſuda and Iſrael uſed or uſurped, 4s if the Fudicialls of 
Moſes were appornted by God for all Common-wealthes, 
aR Kings: 45 4 good Biſhoprick 87 living is fit for every 
Prieſt that can catchit. Theſe men having their beſt hopes of 
preferment from Princes, make Divinity to be but Organon 
Politicum, an inſtrument of Government + and harden the 
hearts of Princes Pharaoh-like : Kings delight tobe tickled 
by ſach venerable, warrantable flatiery. Sir you have more 
meanes ts prefer them then other men, therefore they apph 
themſelves more to ye-*then other men doe, Tu facis hunc 
Dominum, Te facit ille Dum. 7 he King makes the poor 
Priefs « Lord , and rather thes hewill be behinde with the 
King in courteſie, he vill flatter hins above the conditionof

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fore upon 3, Head: : 1. The Selfe-denying Ordinance. Vpon which 
they Voted (as they ſaid by a Preparatory Vote only )T hat all Mem. 
bers holding any Offices, Grants, or Places by conceſſion of the P ay. 
liam*nt,ſhall account for and pay mn the profits thereof to the Grayd 
Committee of Accounts. T his [ conceive (under favony of the Gran. 
dees, who poſſeſſe thoſe places, and contrived this Vote) to be a meere 
deluſory Oraer : For who can beleeve that ſuch ſelfe-ſeching mes, u 
all men know them to be,will execute thoſe offices for nothing,aud pa 
5n,t2 the uſe of the State their profits. Befiaes,it is apparent how [v4 
[ervient to theſe Grandees, their owne creatures, the Commitee of 
Accounts are, 

2. They Voted, That no money hereafter ſhould be given to any 
Member in compenſation or recompence of his loſſes, #xril the 
P ublique Debts be paid, Here the Granates were in earneſt,becauſe 
their owne turues are already ſerved,and the loſſe and inconvenience 
of this Vote falls onely upon the much contewnea Middle or Moderate 
Members. 

3. They appointed a Commitee to conſider how to take off the 
Grievance ariſing from ſuch Members as abuſing the Priviledge of 
Parliament, refuſe te pay their debts.

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_ The common people of the Two Houſes following ( with an 
imp!icite faith and blind obedience)the example of their leaders, 
divided themſelves alſo into the ſaid Dichotomy;which they did 
with more ſeriouſneſle then their leaders, as not perceiving any 

L thing of deſigne therein : Bur according to the diverſity of their 


judgements, orrather fancies and contidings (for to reſigne a 
B Mans

mans jadgment to the opinion of another man 1s but a ſilly truf} 
and confidence) ſtudied the upholding of their parties with ear - 
neſtacT2;whilitthe Grandzes of cach party in private cloſe roge- 
ther for their own advancement, ſerving one anothers turn, 

The Granlees ( in all pablique debates ) ſeem as reall in thei, 
reciprocall oppoſitions , as thoſe filly ones who are in earneſt, 
whereby they cheriſh the zeale of their reſpeCtive parties, keepe 
them till divided, ( Divide & impera is the devils rule ) and ſg 
amuſe them,and rake them off from looking after other intereſts, 
14 which, were they conjoyned, they night ſhare with the Gran- 
decs themſclves : and for che better conteatment of ſuch their 
Conidents as look to0 incentively after their owne gain, the 
Grandees of each «xto confer ſomthing of advantage upon 
thoſe that are ſuvſervient tothem, as ave pounds a week, or ſome 
petty inployment. 

The ſeeds of theſe faRtions ſpread themſelves into the Come 
mon- wealth andArmies,as Rheume diltils from the head into all 
the body.

There hath beene lately | away to members openly (bc- 
ſides innumerable and ineftimable private cheats mutually con- 
nived at) at leaſt 3coooo.], in money; beſides rich offices, Im- 
ployments in money Committees, Sequeltrations and other ad- 
yantages. And thoſe members who haye ſo well ſerved them- 
ſclves under colour of ſerving the publike, are, for the moſt 
part,old Canvaſers of Fations who have fate idlely and ſafely in 
the houſe watching their advantages to confound buſineſſes,and 
huffle the cardes to make their owne game, when others that 
have ventured their perſons abroad,labour'd in the publike work 
like Iſraelites under theſe Egyptian task-maſters,and loſt their e- 
ſtates, are left to ſtarve, untill they can find reliefe in that empty 
bag called by fooles fides publica, by wiſe men fides pavica. And 
arenow looked upon in the Houſe ſupercilionſly, like unwel- 
come-gueſts, for it is known how malignantly and how juglisgly 
writs for new elections were granted and executed, and called 
onnger brothers, and Iike younger brothers they are uſed : their 
elder brothers having flipped into the world before them, and 
anticipated the inheritance; They have broken firſt into the com- 
mon field, & (hut the doore to prevent after comers even from 
zleaning after their full harveſt, For the better effeAing whereof 
they have now morgaged, in effe&t, all the meanesthey have to 
raiſe money unto the City. And being themſelves fat and full 
with the publike Treaſure, to exprefle rather their ſcorne then 
care, they are making an Ordinance that no more money ſhall 
be given to their Members: And yet to ſhew how carefull they 
are of all ſuch as have cheated the Common-wealth znder them, I 
will not ſay for them: They have token advantage of the petition 
of the Army: wherein they deſized Indempnitie for all ats done 
in Relation to the Warre. Aud have paſſed an Ordinance of In- 
dempnity for all ſuch,as have ated by authority and for the ſervice 
of the Patltament,whe ccin, under great penaltics,aud with an ap- 
peal at laſt from the Judges of the Law to a Committee of Par- 
liament, ſuch as have gone beyord the authority given by Pate 
liament,and ſequeſtred men unjullUy,and ſo withheld their goods 
under pretence thereof, and w_ as have leavyed taxes mo or

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toure times over, are quit from private ations : and the benefit 
of Law and Jultice caken from the Oppreſled, to ſecure Conn. 
trey Committees, Sequeſtrators and others (not Prerogative, bur 
Legiſlative) Theeves; contrary to Magna (harta, which ayes, 
nulti negabimns, nulll ogra juftitiam, ant rettum; We will de- 
ny, nor defer juſtice and right rono man. Oh prodigious aQts,and 
of greater tyrannie then any King ever durſt adventure upon ! 
What is become of our National (ov.and the Parliaments man 
Declarations for defence of Lawes and Liberties ? Or have we 
fought our liberty into ſlavery? By theſe devices.the honeft middle 
mes of the houſe (whoſe conſciences will not let them joynein 
any faRtion to rend the Common-wealth in ſunder) are out of 
all poiTio:lity of repaire, ana made concemptible as well by their 
owne wants, as. the pride of the Grandees : and in the end, their 
poverty wil inforce chem to leave the ſole poſleTion of the houſe 
to theſe rhriving Iunto men, who do. beleaguer them therein,ma- 
king them (tor farther addition to their loſſes) pay all taxes, 
from wizich the thriving men go free: ſo that the poorer part of 
the huviſe payes tribute to the richer, Nay it is farther whiſpered, 
that at lait chi Junto men will quit the Parliament Priviledge of 
not :cing ſacu,purpoſeiy to leave theſe youngerBrothers to the 
mcrcy of their Credicors, and diſable them ro fit in their Houſe, 
10, A:tocher ambitious ay'me of thoſe [unto men is their deviſe of 
Comm. tees referring, all buſinefl's of moment ro Commirtees. For the ative 
of the Houſes, 1peaking.incn by mutuall agreement naming one another of -» 
very-Commitree (orat leaſt their confident Miniſters) do there- 
by fore-ſt all and intercept the buiincſits of the Houſe, and under 
colour of cxamining and Pony matters, they report them 
to.the houſe with what gloſles,additions,detrations,and adyan- 
tages they pleaſc;whereby the Houſc(judging according to ther 
report) oftentimes miſ-judgeth, and if it be a bulizeTe they are 
willing to ſmother, the Committees have iafiaite arcific: 14} de- 
layes to put ir off, and keepit from a hearing, or at leaft from 
rePorting, By this meanes the remaining part of the Houſe are 
but cyphers to value, and Saftragans to ratitie what is forecjudged 
by the ſaid Committees. This uſurpation of theirs is much helped 
by keeping the doors of their Commirree roomes ſhut, and iſ 
patching all affaires privately and in the dark. Whereas Jultice

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delights tn the light,and' ought to be as publique as-the common 
aire, it being againſt its nature to be chambred up and kept from 
the obſervation of eye,and care-witnefles, 

And by their examining of men againſt themſelves,contrary to 
Magna ( harta, they much inlarge their power. 

Parts of this projet wee may well call the Mrltiplicity of 
money Committees, as Goldſmithes-hall, Haberdaſhers-hall , the 
Committee of the Kings Revenues,Committee of the Army, &c. 
Where everie mans profit and power is according to his cunning 
and conſcience. Hereby they draw a generall dependency after 
them, for he thac commands the money, commands the men : 
Theſe Committee-men are ſo powerfull that they over-awe and 
over-power their fellow members, contrary to the nature of a 
free Parltament: whercin the equality of the members muſt main- 
taine the freedome and integrity thereof, and ſuppreſle 
factions. 

Tae like may be faid of ſuch members as (in ſcorn of the ſelf-

Yet this Committee is now let fall, no reports deman- 
ded of M.Sards: and when anic is to be made, they are not un- 
provided of a meanes to make it fruitleſle, by putting every par- 
ticular ro debate : well knowing that no man will be willing to 


argue againſt the particular perſons and merits of his fellow-- 
members, and thereby heap envy upon his. owne head ; beſides.

Na 
murther them, as in the caſe of Door Rawleygh killed in priſon 
- ut Welles by rhe Committees Marſhall. And the poor men mur- 
thered at Bridgewater, whole blouds were ſhed like the bloud of 
a dog, and no reall proſecution therefore. How frequently 
they leavie one taxe three or four times over, and continue their 
leavyes after the Ordinances expire. How cruelly they raiſe 
the rwentieth and fifth part upon the well-afteted; exercifing an 
legal), arbitrary, tyrannicall power over their fellow ſubjeats, 
farre higher then ever Strafford or Canterbury durſt adviſe the 
King to. How ignorantly and unjuſtly they exerciſe a power to 
heare aud determine, or rather to determine without hearing, or 
aeare Without underſtanding, private controverſies of Meum & 
Tunm, for debts ,trefpaſſes, nay title and poſſeſſion of Lands without 
either formality or knowledge of the Law, not having wit,man- 
ers nor breeding enough, as being choſen for the greateſt part, 
out of the baſeſt of the people for baſe ends, to ſatisfy men with 
an outſide, or Complement of juſtice : Inſfomuch that nothing is 
now more common, then an accuſation without an Accuſer, a 
ſentence without a Judge, and a condemnation without a hear- 
ing. How they exclude all other Magiſtracy,ingroſſing to them- 
ſelves the power of Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace,Church- wardens, 
&c. in anarbitrary way : Keeping Troups of Horſe upon Pay 
and Free-quarter for their guards,like the 30. Tyrants of Athens: 
Andif aty man but ſpeak of calling them to give Account, they 
myreſently vote him a Delinquent, and ſequeſter him, If any man, 
I fay, be fo deaf as not to heare the loud univerſall outcrying of 
che people; ſo grear a ſtranger in our Iſrael as not to know theſe 
truths, let him peruſe M. Edward Kings diicoverie of the arhitra- 
cie ations of the Committce of Lincelne, and the Heads of 
Grievances of Glamorganſhire, printed 1647. where he may ſee 
theſe things briefly Epiromized : But to hiltorize them at large 
ould require a volumn as big as the book of Afarryrs. Theſe 
Committees arc exccllent ſpunges to ſuck money from the peo- 
vle, and to {erve not only their own, but alſo the Covetous,Ma- 
lic10us,

licious, ambitious ends,of thoſe that raked them out of the dung- 
hill for that va 1 pony and do defend them in their oppreſſt- 
ons.Who is ſo blind as not to ſee that theſe men have their pro- 
tetors? The Demones to whom they offer up part of their rapins; 
to whom they ſacrifice, 

Occalta ſpolia, & plures de pace Triumhos. 

If there be ww {xray x to reſtore our Lawes and Liberties,8: 
free us from Arbitrary Government : it is fit theſe Committees 
and all affociations be laid downe, having no enemy to if{oriate 
againſt, and that the old form of Government by Sheriffs, Ju- 
ſtices of the Peace,8&c. be re-eſtabliithed; and'the XMilitsa in each 
County ſerled as before, in Lieytenants, and Deputy Lievtnanrs, 
or in Commiſſioners. 

The rather becauſe the people are now generally of opinion, 
They may as eaſftly find Charity in Hel! as Juſtice in any Commit- 
tee ; and chat the King hath taken down one Starre-Chamber, 
and the Parliament hath ſet up an hundred, 

Nor is it a ſmall artifice to raiſe money by ſo any. /everall aud 
confuſet Taxes. Whereas one or two wayes orderly uſed and 
well husbanded, would have done the work. 1, Royall Subſidie 
of 300000.

{count it out of the Commanders Arrears, whereby the State 
ſaves it, 15. the Kings Revenue, 16. Sequeſtrationsand Plun- 
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der by Committecs, which if well anſwered to the State woutd 
have carried on the worke : which thus I demonſtrate, One halfs 
of all the goods and chatrtels, and ( at leaſt )) one halfe of all the 
Lands, Rents and Revenues of the Kingdome have been Se. 
queltred. And who can imagine that one halfe of the Profits and 
Goods of the Land will not maintaine any Forces that can be 
Kept and fed in England forthe defence thereof? 17. Exciſe 
upon all things. This alone if well managed would maintaine the 
Warre, the Low-Countries make it almoſt their onely ſupport, 
18, Fortification money, &c. By theſe ſeverall wayes and Taxes 
about 4o Millions in money and money-worth have been milked 
from the people: avd the Parliament ( as.the Pope did once ) 
may call England , Patenm inexhauſtum ; yet is it now almoſt 
drawn dry. A vaſt Treaſure and fo exceſſive, as nothing but a 
long peace could import; and nothing but much fraud and many 
folltes could diſſipate. And we ought not to wonder if it be ac- 
counted inter arcana noviſſimi imperiz, tO be alwaies making, yet 
never finiſhing an account therof. | 

And as they have artificially confounded the accompts by lay- 
ing on multiplicity of Taxes; ſo (for the ſame reaſon) they let 
the money run in ſo many muddy, obſcure chanells, through fo 
many Committecs and Officers fingers, both for colleRing, recei- 
ving, iſſuing and paying it forth, that it is impoſſible to make or 
ballance any publique account thereof: and at the leaſt one halfe 
thercof is knowne for to be devoured by Committees and Offi- 
cers; and thoſe that for lucre protect chem, By theſe meanes as 
they make many men partners with them in the publique ſpoyles, 
ſo they much ſtrengthen and increaſe theit parcy, whereby multi 
indo peccantium tollit penam. 

If theſe things were not purpoſely done, 1. our Taxes would 


be fewer in number, and more in cfte&. 2. They would be put to 


run in one channell, under the fingering of fewer Harpies, 
and perſpicuous and true Entries made of all receipts and dif- 
burſmerits, which would be publique ro common view and exa- 
mination. The Exchequer way of Accomprs is the exaQelt, anci- 
enteſt, and beſt known way of account of England, and moſt 
free from deceit: Which is almoſt confeſſed de fafo , when, to 
make the Kings Revenue more obnoxious to their deſires, th 
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took it out of the Exchequer way, (contrary to the Fundamental 
Lawes of the Land ; for both the hakes and Lower Exchequer 


are as ancient and fundamentall as any Court in England) and 

tit under a Committee, which, as all other Commitcees doe, 
will render an account of their Rewyardſhip at the latter day. In 
the meare time divers ofthat Commitree buy in old ſleeping Pen- 
fons which they pay themſelves from the firtt of their arreares :_ 
yet other men that have disburſed money eur of their purſes for 
the Kings Service, can recetve no pay for any money laid forth 
before Adichaelmas Terme, 1643. becauſe ( fortooth ) then the 
Committee firſt rook charge of the Revenue. In the meane time 
the Kgngs Tenants and Debtors are deprived of the benefic of the 
Lawes and Liberties of the SubjeR, which before they enjoyed : 
t Debrs and Monies being now raiſed by che rerrur of Pur- 
ſuivants and Mefſengers,whoſe Commiſſions are onely to diſtrain 
and levy,&c. whereas formerly the Exchequer fent out legall 
Proceſs, and the Tenant or Debtor had liberty to plead to ic in 
his owne defence, it he thought himſelte wronged ; but now New 
Lotds, new Lavwes. and to countenance their doings, the Com- 
mittee have gotten an addition of ſome Lords to them, 3. If 
there were faire play above board, ſo many Members of both 
Houſes would not be ambitious of the trouble 4nd c'amour that 
mends Task-Maſters, Pubiicans. and ſuch finners as fir ar the re- 
cipr of Cuſtome. being no part of the buſineſſe, for which the 
yrit ſummons, or the people chooſe or trult chem. and whereby 
they are diverted from the buſincfle of the Houſe : but would 
ave that imployment to other men who not having the chara- 
ter and privile {ge of Parliament upon them, wili be lefſe able eo 
rote themſelves & their agerts from giving public.ue accounts 
ofrhetr recetprs and dishuriments and from putcing affronts and 
&layesupon the Cormitree of Accompts, as (it is well known) 
ſome of them have done. Laftly.it 1s ſcandalous that the ſame men 
hould be contirued (© long in their money imployments becauſe 
Dinturnitas & ſolitudo corrumpont Impperia ; and by long contina- 
ttce and experience they grow {0 herdned, ſo comming in echeſr 
wy and ſobacked with deperlenctes. that it is almoft impoſſible 
trace chem: ' And although (when wee look npon the many 
perſons 1mployed ) ye cannot there is ſolitwds perſonarmn ;

accompt of all Receipts and Disburiments wculd haue been pubs 
liſhed in Printfor their ſatisfaction as 15 uſually done in the Lay. 
Countries, and a3 was once done by this Parliament, Azz 1542, 
by a Declaration of rhe accounts of the KingJome.
